“Pi-e-school  education;  •  is  the  most 
challenging  of  ail  education,”  said  Dr. 
Lois  Meek,  the  National  Educational 
Secretary  of  the  A.  A.  ll.  W.  at  tlic 
cducatlmi  ‘  session  Friday  afternoon, 
October  3i,  I 

“Many  people  think  of  pre-school 
education  as  including  reading,  writ¬ 
ing  and  arithmetic  but  this  is  entire¬ 
ly  wrong.  Pre-school  educating  is  hab¬ 
it  formation  and  building:  Learning  be¬ 
gins  at  birth.  So  the  home  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  formation  !  of  habits  ot 
the  child  that  are  to  influence  the  rest 
of  his  life. 

Tliat  all  habits  are  learned  has  been 
proven  ■  by  psychologists.  Dr.  Meek 
gave  the  example  of  a  child  that  fear¬ 
ed  a  sudden  noise  hut  was  not  afraid 
of  animals.  A  rabbit  was  given  the 
child.  Soon  the  child  became  afraid 
of  the  rabbit  as  well.  All  fears  are 
built  up  in  this  way. 

Fears  may  be  torn  down  with  very 
careful  work.  If  a  child  fears  a  rab¬ 
bit,  produce  the  rabbit  at  the  same 
time  that  something  pleasing  Is  given. 
In  this  instiiince  a  rabbit  was  brought 
into  the  room  at  the  time  tho  child- 
was  having  his  milk  and  crackers. 
At  first  the  child  cried  but  hunger 
was  stronger  than  tho  fear  so  the 
•child  began  eating  his  milk  and  crack¬ 
ers.  Eacli  day  this  was  repeated  and 
graduallythe  rabbit  was'brouglr:  clos¬ 
er.  Oho  day  tho  rahblt'NvaS  not  bfought 
in;  the  child  said,  “Wliere’s  bunny.’’ 
The  rabbit  was  brought  •  In  and  the 
child  stroked  it  while  eating. 

Parents  must  be  educated  to  know 
how  habits  ara  formed  and  help  to 
form  good  ones.  Nursery  schools  are 
splendid  it  the  parents’  co-operation  is 
secured.  But  it 'the  school  is  forming 
one  set  ot  habits  and  the  home  anoth¬ 
er  sot  then  they  are  very  pernicious. 

Ton  times  are  more  deaths  occur 
between  tlie  ages  of  one  and  five  than 
between  five  .and  fifteen.  Eighty  per 
cent  of  the  defects  of  school  children 
are  former  during  the  pre-school  age. 
This  age  Is  the  most  Important  from 
both  the  physical  and  mental  phases. 

Miss  Gruenwald  of  Warrensburg 
gave  an  illustrated  lecture,  using  a 
set  ot  slides  that  the  Warrensburg 
branch  had  collected  from  various  col¬ 
leges.  These  slides  were  collocted  to 
bo  shown  to  girls  of  high  school  age  to 
lielp  them  choose  a  college.  These 
slides  may  be  borrowed  from  the  War¬ 
rensburg  branch  of  the  A.  A.  U.  W.  by 
any  other  branch  that  may  wish  to 
uso  them.

Opportunity  Given  to  Students  To  Ob¬ 
serve  Practical  Methods. 


That  the  College  Is  maintaining  a 
real  laboratory  of  education,  and  one 
that  is  most  successful,  is  beyond  all 
doubt  when  tlio  routine  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  tho  experimental  rural  school 
in  Room  124  Is  observed.  Tho  CoUego 
is  fortunate  in  securing  air  supervisor 
of  this  classroom,  Miss  Mary  E.  Keith, 
B.  S.,  University  of  Missouri. 

Practically  every  department  In  the 
College  is  connected/ with  the  school 
by  moans  ot  practice  teachers  who  are 
giving  tho  highest  type  of  Instruction. 
Besides  serving  as  a  training  school' 
for  teachers,  the  school  affords  class¬ 
es  of  theory  an  opportunity  to  observe 
and  olitain  first  band  Information  on 
the  technique  of  teaching  and  general 
management  of  t'he  classroom.  For  the 
past  two  weeks  Miss  Shepherd’s  “Prin¬ 
ciples  of  Teaching”  and  “School  Econ¬ 
omy"  classes  have  been  observing  tbe 
following  points:  Opening  exorcises, 
Inducllvo  toaebing,  drill  lessons,  read¬ 
ing,  association  of  ideas,  the  assign¬ 
ment,'  and  classroom  management. 

That  tho  school  is  growing  more 
popular  is  evidenced  by  an  Increased 
enrollment  of  seven  per  cent. 

At  present  a.  project  is  being  work¬ 
ed  out  by  tho  third  grade  geography 
class  supervised  by  Catherine  Harri¬ 
son,  on  "Food,  Clothing,  and  Shelter 
of  the  Indian.”  It  is  being  developed 
by  means  of  sand  table  study  and  cor¬ 
relation  with  other  subject'^,  particu¬ 
larly  language. 

Folk  dancing  is  being  emphasized 
this  week  in  plays  and  games,  direct¬ 
ed  by  Gladys  New,  a  practice  teacher 
who  is  majoring  in  Physical  Education.

Mr.  Halley  Addresses 
The  Joint  Y.  Assembly 

“You  ought’ to  be  familiar  with  the 
actual  contents  ot  the  Bible,  even  if 
you  do  not  understand  it  all,”  was  the 
advice  given  by  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Halley 
ot  'Clilcago  at  a  joint  meeting  ot  tho 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  tho  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  in 
Room  122  last  Tuesday  morning.  Mr. 
Halley  said  further,  “A  study  ot  the 
Book  is  a  life-time  job,  but  we  are 
amply  repaid  for  our  efforts.  The 
Bible  lias  given  the  world  our  best 
clvlllz.atlon  and  as  we  study  it  more 
and  understand  it  better,  our  civiliza¬ 
tion  grows  better." 

Mr.  Halley  who  is  conducting  a 
“Bible  revival”  at  tho  First  Christian 
Church  here  is  said  to  be  able  to 
quote  more  from  that  Book  than  any 
other  living  person.  He  grips  his 
hearers  by  his -seemingly  endless  quo¬ 
tations,  only  occasionally  stopping  for 
a  word  of  explanation.  The  speaker 
chose  to  recite  some  of  the  sayings 
of  Jesus  and  some  of  the  proverbs  of 
Solomon.  The  latter,  he  declared,  ,were 
some  ot  the  best  guides  for  jloung 
men  and  women.

.friendslirip.  A  body  ot  educated  people 
frpmi  twenty  nations  wlio  belipvo,  in; 
each  other  and' trust  oacli  otb'eymako 
a'  powerful  instrument  Cor  good.  The 
convention,  itself  was  a  loaguo  of  nat¬ 
ions  ns  it  could  exist  only  as.  a  rolnl- 
ign  between  nallons.  Hero' the  spirit 
of  nnllgnalisin  and  tlio  spirit  of- inter¬ 
nationalism  are  tOibc  seen  side  by,  side 
closely  akin  in  reality. 

Tho  anlvorsity  women  of  north  Ire- 
iland  and  ot  south  Irelaml  made,  plans 
tor  an  Irish  tedcration;  thus  univer¬ 
sity  women  of  Ireland  ^ro  putting 
down  a  big  paving  slone  in  tbe  way 
ot  conciliation.  Tbe  Austrian  and 
Czech  delegates,  inspired  by.  the  at¬ 
mosphere  of  tbe  conference,  got  to¬ 
gether  and  worked  out  a  plan  for  tbe

A  subsidiary:  problem  is  that  ot  an 
international  language.  One  great 
cause,  of  misunderstanding  is  that  fact 
timt  we  speak  so  many-lilnguages  that 
are  unintelligible  to  others.  If.  we 
could  speak  one  language  wbicb  all 
could  understand,  we  should  be  that 
rnucb  nearer  to  the  time,  when  all  na¬ 
tions  will  be  friends.  So  Important  was 
this  considered  that  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  act  witly  tbe  League  ot 
Nations'  commitloo  whicli  is  investi¬ 
gating  the  question  of  an  auxiliary  lan¬ 
guage.  _  ■ 

The  League  of  Nations  also  has  a 
committee  of  intellectual  co-operation 
made  up  of  fourteen  members  repre-J 
aenting.  various  branches  of  science 
and  tbe  arts.  This  committee  has  al¬ 
ready  compiled  a  scientific  biblio¬ 
graphy;  worked  out  proposals  for  sme- 
guarding  scientific  property;  and  lias 
begun  thd  establishment  of  inter-rela¬ 
tions' between  the  universities  in  ord¬ 
er.  that'  for  tbe  future  they  may  be 
guided,  by  a.  spirit  ot  human  solidarity 
and 'Condemn  the  degradation  of  sci¬ 
ence  for  ■  destructive  •  purposes.  Tho 
convention  apointod  a  standing  com¬ 
mittee  to  cooperate,  witii.  this  league 
committee  on. intellectual  co-operation. 

The  second  problem  was  that  of 
training  women  in  order  that  they,  can 
take  part  in  the  world’s  work. 

Tbes  should  give  tliem  a  brOgd,  un¬ 
biased  view,  control  of  their  complex¬ 
es,  self,  confidence,  and  a  love  for,  work 
It  will  open  up  opportunities  for  vyomr 
on  in  the  political  worlct-  as  well  as 
in  tbe  business,  world. 

Politics  is  a  field  of  tbe  world's 
work  that  needs  womem.  A  political 
career  can  be  either  a  whole  -time  or 
a  part  time  job.  Tbe  fields  of  national 
insurance  and  health  are  two  govern- 
riiont  activities  women  should  take  a 
largo  part  in.  The  League  of  Nations 
has  openede  up  an  international  field 
in  which  much  excellent  work  has  al¬ 
ready,  been  done  by  women. 

Politics  are  not  dirty;  it  is  treach¬ 
ery  to  one’s  country  to  say  politics 
must  lower  your  moral  standards.  In 
tbe  political  world  today  nothing  is 
needed,  so  badly  as  moral  courago  and 
a- passionate  devotion  to  truth.  Univer¬ 


sity  women  must  get 'inloT’partlos  and 
make  them  what  they'-wislv  tlicm  to  ko. 

It  is  the  stat^^dn’s  buslnoss'to  find 
’solutions  to  problems  and  it  is- tbe 
jioliticinns  business  to  induce  tlio  peo¬ 
ple  to  assent  to  tliesc  solutions.  Tho 
oduenflon  ot  the  statosninn  tlio  poli¬ 
tician  is  tho  work  of  tlio  iinlVerai.tlea 
.for  the  best  nilnd.s  sliould  bo  employed 
to  /atudy»  political  difficulties  and-  to 
direct  tho  magbinery  of  government  if- 
that  inachivbry  is  not  to  break -down. 

University  trained  women  who  go  in¬ 
to  politics  should  lio  aiilo  to.  disting- 
ulsii.  between,  a  iiatrlotlsm  wliieli  ser¬ 
ves  our  country  and  the  world  and  a 
provincial. naUoimlism  which  will  des¬ 
troy  our  own  country  along  with.tlie 
rest  of  tho  world. 

-  Miss  Winn  and  Miss  Dykes  liotli 
emphasized  tbe  fact  that  the  Intor- 
uationai  Federation  was  doing  a  grea,t 
work  by  bringing  tlio  educated  women 
of  the  world  into  a  closer  understand¬ 
ing  and  friendship  and  expressed  tbe 
belief  that  twenty-seven  thousand 
.women  were  going  to  have  a  marked 
Influence  in,  bringing  about  mutual 
understanding  among  nations  through 
their  program  of -  developing  an  inter¬ 
national  mind, 

'  Miss  Meek,  in  speaking  of  tbe  be¬ 
ginning.  and  growth  of  tbe  American 
Association  ot  Universlt'y  Women,  said 
that  it  began  in  18S2  with'  seventeen 
members.  Its  membership  has  readied 
20,531-.  It  has  289  branches  in .  the 
United-  States.  At  present  tho  organi¬ 
zation  is  working  liard  to  raise  tho 
educational  and  social  standards  of 
state  teachers  colleges  and-  technical 
schools  in  order  that  their  graduates 
may  ho  admitted -as  members  of  the 
assodation.  They  are  asking  for  the 
recognition  ot  women  on  faculties  and 
hoards  of  regents,  asking  for  trained 
deans,  especially  in  co-edncational 
sduiols,  and  endeavoring- to  creato  a 
greator  .  interest '  in  the  training  of 
v/omen  for  the  work  ot’the  elementary 
schools. 

'Miss  DeLuce  spoke  briefly  of  tho 
National  -Convention  -  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  Among  other;  things  she  said; 
^The  National  Club  House  is  a  certain¬ 
ty  hut  Missouri  should  do,  even  more 
than  she  has  pledged.  Tho  money  for 
the  Club  House  is  incidental.  The 
main  thing  is  the  co-operation  of  the 
women  of  the  various  colleges.’’ 

Miss  Ruth  Fitzgerald,  state  presi¬ 
dent  acted  as.  toast  mistress  during 
the  banquet  owing  to  the  absence  of 
Mrs.  Roscoo  Anderson. 

Miss  Shepherd  of  Maryville  gave  a 
fprcefu). address  on  "Rural  School  Con- 
ditious’’  Saturday  morning.

Very  unpleasant  but-  true  picture  of 
rural  school  eonditiblis.  ttUral-’sdhooW: 
of-  Missouri;  aro  using  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury  huildingg,  maiiagcmont  and.  teach¬ 
ing  methods.  A  rural  school  boy  or 
girl  is  worth  ns  much  to  tlio  state  ns 
a  lioy  or  girl  in  Kansas  City  or  St. 
Louis  and  should  recoAro  as  good  in-, 
struclioii. 

Most  rural  schools'' of  Missouri  have 
poor-  buildings,  uncomfortable  seats, 
no  library,  no  .sanitary  drinking  foun¬ 
tain,  no  weiis,  unaanitary.  tollots  and 
the  poorest  tc.schers  the  state  affords.; 

Miss  Shepherd  gnvo  llic\  following 
ways  by  which  Iheso  schools  may  he 
improved.  The  stale  siiporintcndcnt 
should  be  selected  by  a  slate  board 
ot  education.  Ho  should  bo  the  best 
educator  that  the  lioard  is  able  to  buy- 
any  place  in  the  United  States.  A  man 
trained  for  the  job  is  belter  than  a 
man  from  Uio  slate  untrained  for  the 
place. 

The  county  suporlnt'ondont  should 
lie  chosen  in  Uic  same  way  and  slioiild 
be  one  who  can  supervise  teaching 
I  and  not  have  to  use  his  ilnie  •  doing 
clerical  work.  As  the  laws  now  stand 
tlio  (Superintendents  have  their  hands 
tied,  they-  can  not  do  more  than  visit 
schools. 

Missouri  was  infuriated  when  in  tlie 
U.  S.  survey- they  were  placed  thirty- 
fourth  in  rank  among  the.  states.  But 
they  killed  the  one  bill  that  would  have 
corrected-  some  of  thih,  namely  tbe 
County  Unit  Bill. 

Tlie  community  school  Bill  drawn 
by  Sup’t.  Lee  will  help  to  put  Mis¬ 
souri  on  ja  better  educational  basis. ' 
This  hill  provides- for  equal  opportun¬ 
ities  for  -every 'cliild  in  the  state,  of 
Missouri.  High  schools- will  be  acces¬ 
sible  for  every  child,  and  better  teach¬ 
ers,  can  bo  obtained. 

Daniel  dreamed  of  a  statue  with 
head  of  gold,  hands  of  silver,  body  of 
brass,  legs  ot  iron,  and  feet  of  clay. 
A  stone-  not  cut-  by  hands  came  and 
destroyed- the  statue.

Because  of  this  weak¬ 
ness  a  stone  uncut  by  hands  will-de- 
stroy  our.  democracy.

Mrs.  l^arisli.-Vaiulalia;  Mrs.  Trenholm, 
Columbia;  ;atid  Miss  Winn,  Maryville 
are  the  committee  on-  nominations 
whlcli.will  report  at  the  next  conven¬ 
tion  in  ’Springfi'ord  in  tho  fall -of- 192.6.

teacliers  now  without'  teaching  posi¬ 
tions.  .  . 


A  new'  course  of  study  for  elomcutai-y 
achoois  has  boon  issued  by  Superiii- 
teiidciit  *Leo.  Miss  Eli-zabeth  White, 
State  Supervisor  of  Rural  Schools,  uii- 
ifiecl  .niid  co-ordinated  tho  work.  The 
four.' hundred  pages  cover  fifteen  sub¬ 
jects.  Twenty  recitations  are,  arrang: 
ed  in  tho  daily  program. 


Nine  high  schools,  all  located  in 
small  towns  have  added  the  teachers' 
training  courses  to  their  curricula,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Charles  A.  Lee,  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Schools.  The  enrollment  in 
these  schools  is  one  third  larger  than 
it  was  last  year.  Six  schools,  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  which  are  in  large  towns, 
have  discontinued  the  course. 

Mr.  Leo  believes  .the  course  was  dis¬ 
continued  in  these  schools  because  of 
the  financial  loss  its  carrying' on  in¬ 
volved  for  the  state;,  since  in  the,  lar¬ 
ger  towns  the  money  wi}S  appropri¬ 
ated,  by  the  legislature,  It  is  small 
liigli  schools  that,!  according  to  Mr. 
Lee,  really  need  the  coiifse. 


The  dissemination  of  health  infor- 
matiqn  by  broadcasting  over  the  ra¬ 
dio  has  grown  rapidly  since  the  first 
health  message  was  delivered  in  this 
way  by  Dri  Hugh'S.  Gumming  of  the 
United  States  Health  Service  in  July, 
1981.  Beginning  with  September,  1921, 
liealtb  talks  by  radio  have  been  given 
by  the  Public  Health  Service  for  two 
fifteen  minute  periods  each  week.  By 
February,  1922  six  commercial  broad¬ 
casting  stations  in.  dltterent  parts  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada  had  se¬ 
cured  the  privilege  of  using  these  lec¬ 
tures.  At  present  forty-eight  stations 
are  cooperating.  The  health  talks 
have  been  frahslated.  into  sixteen  for¬ 
eign  languages.  They  average  about 
1200  words  in  length  and  require  about 
ten  minutes  for  delivery.
